FOUR VICTIMS OF YACHT 
ACCIDENT, 


At Morecambe yesterday, Mr. G. Wilson, 
the Deputy Coroner, held an inquest on four 
of the six bodies of the Lancaster men who 
were lost in the pleasure yacht, Shamrock, in 
Morecambe Bay on August 9th, 

The names of these are :—Arthur Townley, 
Aged 19, of Meadow street, Lancaster; Frank 
Martindale (15), of Gladstone terrace, 
Lancaster; Ivan Joe Batty (37), of North 
road, Lancaster, and Bernard Whiteside (18), 
of De. Vitre street, Lancaster. 

The bodies of the last two were recovered 
yesterday afternoon at Middleton Sands, West 
of Evesham Harbour, and were only identified 
whilst the inquest was in progress. Batty 
was the navigator of the boat. 
Beyond evidence of identification and 
recovery of the bodies the only witness called 
was Robert Preston, a printer, of Brier street, 
Lancaster, the owner of the yacht, Teaser, 
who said he sailed into the Jubilee Dock, 
Fleetwood ,on August 8th, and drew along- 
side the’ Shamrock, owned by Clifford 
Horsfall. the secretary of the Lune Rowing 
ani, Sailing Club. At 5 o'clock the next 
morning he helped the crew of the Shamrock 
to make their yacht ready to proceed to 
Bartow, It was raining, and Batty, who was 
the navigator of the t, had to put two 
‘reefs in the sail. The engine of the yacht 
was started up by Batty, and the party put 
out to sea.

After a protracted stay in China he was 
able to cross to America, disguised as a 
stoker, and this journey was more un- 

leasant and onerous, apparently, than 

is risky break-away across Siberia. 

The increasing misfortunes of his 
country drew the gallant major from the 
safety of New York to risk the dangers of 
the British blockade and to try to re- 
gain his regiment. As a Norwegian 
sailor he made a gallant attempt, but 
just failed to deceive his lynx-eyed cap- 
tors, who packed him off to Alexandra 
Park, and thence to the Isle of Man, 
whence he made another attempt to es- 
cape. This time he was unsuccessful, and 
in the Isle of Man he remained until the 
Armistice. 

Major Stoffa tells his story well. He 
is a brave man who served his Fatherland 
to the best of his ability, and even in the 
moit bitter moments of captivity never 
quite lost heart. He gives a vivid ac- 
count of the life in an internment camp, 
and his accounts of the treatment that he 
received seem very fair and unbiassed. 
Certainly he bears no ill-will to his cap- 
tors, who seem to have appreciated the 
plucky Hungarian. The translation by 
L. Harta, a countryman and friend of the 
author, is excellent. , 


QUEEN ViICTORIA’S

Royal Dukes. By Roger Fulford. London: 


Duckworth. 12/6 net. 
‘Ee the average reader the names o* 
Queen Victoria’s ufcles, the Dukes of 
York, of Clarence, afterwards William 
IV.; of her father, the Duke of Kent, and 
his brothers of Cumberland (afterwards 
King of Hanover), Sussex and Cambridge, 
mean but little. At best we have a vague 
idea of their characters, and it will come 
as a surprise to many to discover what 
busy, active lives they led, and how im- 
portant a part they took in the political 
world of their day. 

Hitherto writers have dealt with these 
princes somewhat hardly. Mr, Fulford 
sets out to correct the erroneous impres- 
sion under which the majority of us have 
laboured, and the result of his researches 
shows how very interesting and complex 
these sons of George III. and Queen 
Charlotte really were. One learns with 
much surprise of the fine seamanship and 
bravery of Prince William (afterwards 
William I[V.), and of his enormous 
popularity with his people during the 
early days of his reign. The Duke *of 
Kent comes before us as a keen soldier, 
whose career was spoiled by what in modern 
times would be described as his Prussian 
methods of discipline among the troops 
under his command, which caused them te 
mutiny on more than one occasion. In 
private life, however, nobody could be 
more charming and considerate than he, 
and, after learning of his domestic virtues, 
one finds it hard to believe that Queen 
Victoria inherited her many excellent 
attributes solely from her mother. 

The Duke of Cumberland, on the other 
hand, appears to have been anything but 
an agreeable person, and was held in 
execration by his family and the people of 
England. He was the strong opposer of 
the Roman Catholic Relief Bill, and did 
all in his power to prevent its passing 
through its final stages when he became 
King of Hanover. He made no attempt to 
win the love of his people; yet he earned 
their respect. As Mr. Fulford puts it: 
“ When news of his death was announced 
in England, The Times ostentatiously 
appeared without a black edge, and wrote 
of the deceased Monarch: ‘ The good to be 
said of the Royal dead is little or none.’ ”’ 
The Hanoverians, however, who had seen 
their Sovereign slaving away for them, un- 
obscured by the mists of scandal and the 
acidities of party politics, put up a large 
re statue to his memory, and wrote 
on it: 

“Dem Landes Vater, 
Sein Treves Volk,” 

which means: ‘‘ To the father of his 
country from his faithful people.’’

RCHDEACON LINDSAY’S little book, 
‘“Shrubs,”’ is prefaced with the 
modest disclaimer that “it is not in- 
tended for experts er professional gar- 
deners.’’ Yet few people coming “within 
that category will fail to find in it much 
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that is interesting. Archdeacon Lindsay’s 
right to speak om the subject is justified 
by the extensive and varied collection of 
shrubs which he has cultivated in his 
garden and grounds at Malahide, Co. 
Dublin. For amateur gardeners generally 
—especially those who, even in their 
gardens of limited area, aspire to make 
their planting more attractive than that in 
which the ubiquitous common laurel is 
the dominating feature—an acquaintance 
with the beautiful flowering shrubs which 
tolerate the kindly Irish climate will be 
extremely helpful. The author’s explana- 
tory notes on the derivation of the 
botanical names, so often a stumbling 
block for gardeners, add interest to this 
little book of 77 pages.

Horses: From Dealer to Covert. By “ Spider” 
acobson. London: Constable. 7/6 net. 
R. JACOBSON’S little book on the 
care and management of horses is 
written mainly for the hunter in a small 
way who has a horse or two, with a not very 
experienced groom to look after them, or 
for the sportsman who is so keen that he 
cares for his animals by himself. It is an 
admirable little book, and will meet the 
requirements of those for whom it has been 
written to the fullest degree. It is all 
plain sailing and sound advice, easily 
followed and told in a very pleasant 
fashion. The author does not pretend to 
be a stylist, but he writes with real zest 
and humour, and, though the book is one 
of instruction, it may yet be read with 
pleasure and interest. Mr. Humphrey 
Dixon contributes a number of excellent 
drawings. 


Cauldron Boils ' is a very apt title; for ig 


agree with the Portadown Synodsman who 
declared that ‘ clergy were all right for 
raying and such like, but they should 
eave business and politics to them that 
had practical experience,’’ yet in times of 
stress the cry is heard on all sides: ‘‘ Why 
are the Churches silent?” On such occa- 
sions Churches, which for more than a 
eneration have considered their duty ful- 
filled if they provide adequate opportunities 
for public worship, along with a readiness 
to give spiritual advice and consolation 
privately on request, find themselves in a 
dilemma. 

In the present upheaval of things, 
“ Christianity and the Crisis ’’—tem- 
porarily, at any rate—extricates the 
Churches from their difficulty. The book 
succeeds in its object as defined by the 
Bishop of Ripon—namely, “ to suggest 
in detail the practical relevance of 
Christianity to the complex of connected 
problems—personal, political, financial— 
which we call ‘ the world crisis?” No 
fewer than thirty leaders of religious 
thought contribute to its pages, and, while 
it is explicitly stated that no contributor 
holds himself responsible for any but: his 
own writings, the contributions, though 
varied, are for the most part homogeneous, 
and the argument throughout is remark- 
ably consistent. 

In a book of this kind, of course, there is 
an infinity of room for the worthless as 
well as the useful. Certainly some of the 
contributions might have been omitted. It 
seems the essence of futility to waste five 
pages telling us that ‘‘ A Christian Peace 
Policy ” consists in every country’s pledg- 
ing itself to obey the League of Nations. 
On the other hand, for really informative 
value, ‘‘ Communist Secularism,” by 
Nicolai Berdiseff, one-time Professor of 
Philosophy at the University of Moscow 
under the Soviet Government, would be 


| difficult to better. He gives a fair and un- 


biassed account of Communism in opera- 
tion. Another of the same kind is “ The 
Basis of Exchange,’’ by Hewlett Johnson, 
M.A., B.Sc., Ass.M.I.C.E., D.D., Dean of 
Canterbury. In a sixteen-page essay he 
summarises in easy and intelligible words 
the Credit Reform theories of Major 
Douglas.

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whose fortunes always have been linked with 
those of the hapless Stuarts. It is a book 
which will be read not only for the story, 
which is thrilling and full of movement, but 
also for the magnificent descriptions of High- 
land scenery, in which Miss Broster excels. 
Natarally, it is a Jacobite novel; but, unlike 
many writers on this vexed subject, Miss 
Broster does not idealise the Young Pretender 
in any exaggerated way. We catch a. few 
ES of his handsome figure, first at’ Dun- 
cirk, while he is waiting to start on his un- 
happy journey to Scotland, and afterwards 
while he and his faithful friends are skulking 
in the Highlands after the tragedy of Drum- 
mossie Moor. Miss Broster, however, keeps 
the Prince carefully in the background, what 
time she paints us a delightful picture of 
Highland society at its best and at its worst, 
in colours that are softened by the brush of 
a true artist.

The conditions of the modern world, as 
shown in the life of a typical London family 
of the upper middle-class, are well sketched 
in Miss Ashby’s sincere and at times 
gentinely moving ‘‘ One-Way Traffic.””

NDER the whmsical title “ The Knot 
i | Garden,” “ George K. Preedy  pro- 

vides a series of absorbing tales for the 
coterie that delights.in historical novels. In 
every story the background is beuiifnily 
drawn, and with, perhaps, one exception, 
the character painting is perfect, In ‘‘ Crab 
Apple Harvest ’”’ George RK. Preedy would 
stem. to have Sacrificed true character 
ortrayal to effect. ‘Ihe first tale, “ Sonata 
Íor an Ugly Princess,” probably has the 
most appeal. This is really a delightful 
story, in which the author takes full 
advantage of the situation to show up the 
reactions of a sensitive. if ugly. woman to the 
insincere and selfish chivairy of the youthful 
but unthinking male.

INJURED MAN WALKS 
HALF A MILE. 


Following an early morning motor collision 
on the Main Waterford-Dunmore East road, 
Dennis Eccles, of Newtown House Hotel, Kil- 
kenny, and Samuel Hallahan, nephew of Dr, 
W. Haughton, Dublin, were admitted to 
Waterford Infirmary in a serious condition, 
Eccles is suffering from a fracture of the 
skull. 

The two men were returning after a day’s 
motoring to Dunmore East, where, with Dr. 
Haughton, they were spending a holiday. The 
exact cause of the collision is unknown, but 
it is held that when rounding a dangerous 
bend at Ballymaben Hill Mr. Eccles’s car, got 
out of control, and swung round into the 
fence, the rear part of the car striking a tele- 
graph pole with great violence. Mr. Eccles 
was rendered unconscious, and Mr. Hallahan, 
despite extensive injuries from which blood 
flowed freely, struggled over half a mile to 
Dpnmore village, where he informed Dr. 
Haughton of the occurrence.

WESTMEATH COUNCILLOR’S

‘If the economic ‘war’ is not settled

NE of the most popular methods of 
learning languages nowadays is. by 
medinm oí the gramaphone. Before wire- 
less reached its present state of perfection, 
and lessons in foreign were 
broadcast almost every night, students 
who had not the advantage of listening to 
native speakers derived much benefit from 
gramaphone records. These records have 
the advantage over the wireless that they 
can be heard again and again until the 
lea.ner becomes entirely accustomed to 
the proper sounds, and can make a very 
fair shot at imitating them. 
The Germans were pioneers in this 
method of language instruction. I was 
very much impressed by the way in which 
during the War they took advantage of 
the presence of hundreds of thousands of 
foreign prisoners in their country to make 
gramaphone records of their speech. At a 
time when Germany was almost on the 
brink of starvation, when her armies were 
being pressed des erately on every front, 
her professors aud language teachers went 
uietly on with their work, pressing into 
the service of German scholarship all 
sorts and conditions of prisoners. 


AN AMUSING STORY, 


Rather an amusing story is told of one 
of the prison camps in Western Germany, 
where there were a large number of Irish 
prisoners. A well-known German scholar, 
who was very much interested in Irish dia 
lects and folk-lore, also was busying him- 
self in the task of raising an Irish brigade 
from among the prisoners. In order to 

ain their confidence this scholar came 
own to the camp armed with all the 
paraphernalia of ‘gramaphone-recording, 


| and the men were informed by the Camp 


Commandant that Professor X would visit 
them. The Commandant explained as 
well as he could that the Professor was 
interested in matters Irish, and that he 
was particularly anxious to make grama- 
phone records of the Irish language, or 
of any old folk stories that any of the 
prisoners might know. 

It all sounded delightfully simple, but 
there was one man among the Irish 
prisoners who knew something of Profes- 
sor X’s antecedants, and he smelt a rat. | 
He had a private conversation with a 
burly sergeant-major of the Munster Fusi-

on a gramaphone; .and so a little 

lot was hatched. The Professor 
daly arrived, complete with his apparatus, 
and the Irish prisoners were gathered in 
the Y.M.C.A. hall to hear what he had to 
say. He made a little speech, in the 
course of which he laid much stress on the 
great love which he bore for Ireland and 
all things Irish, and finally he came to 
the point. Was there any man in the hall 
who knew the Gaelic language, or could 
sing Irish folk songs, or could repeat old 
folk stories? The Sergeant-Major stood 
up. He was not much good at the lan- 
uage, and he did not know many stories ; 
but he was a whale on folk songs. This 
obviously delighted the Professor. Would 
the Herr Sergeant-Major come up to the 
platform. Nothing would please the Herr 
S.-M. better; and up he marched, what 
time the Professor made hasty prepara- 
tions with his apparatus. Would the 
Herr Sergeant-Major be pleased to begin? 

Then came the little joke. The Ser- 
geant-Major strode to the front of the 
platform, gave a sign to the assembled 
men, who promptly leapt to their 
feet and burst into the strains of 
that fine old Gaelic anthem ‘‘ God Save 
the King.” There are a couple of 
men in Ireland to-day who will 
not readily forget the little spell of soli- 
tary confinement which was their reward 
for that little episode; but the Professor 
gave it up as a bad job, and went else- 
where for his recruits, 


LEARNING IRISH. 


And that, by easy stages, brings me to 
the vexed question of learning Irish. I 
made valiant efforts to learn it during the 
War while a prisoner in Germany. In 
fact, I actually taught it. It came about 
in this wise. There were a couple | oí 
hundred of us in a camp among mány 
thousands of Englishmen, and one of our 
few amusements was the study of 
languages. One man from Drogheda 
happened to know a little Irish, so he 
suggested that we all should have a stab 
at it, and wrote home for a couple of sets 
vf O’Growney. For a while.we made grand 
gs and three or four of us, who had 

ad some experience in the matter of 


foreign tongues, forged a few lessons ahead | 


of the others, and then proceeded to act 


guided sense of humour Started. me 
on Russian, which nearly drove me crazy, 
But several of our men got quite a sound 
grip of the language, and at least one 

nglishman became so much enamoured of 
it * at he now is a first-class Irish scholar, 
and, I rather suspect, has taken to wear- 
ing a kilt. 

Peace languages in this haphazard 
sort of way was not good scholarship, but 
it was great fun. I remember a school of 
bridge which comprised a Frenchman, a 
Russian, an Anglo-German and myself ; 
and we used to carry on our conversation 
in all four languages, the only rule being 
that none of us must speak his mother 
tongue. It was a splendid way to learn 
expletives. We never played cards in 
Irish, although I suppose the ancient 
Gaels had some knowledge of card games ; 
but those of us who an ughed our way 
through O'Growney could prattle about 
bo og and ta an la te with the best of 
them. Irish undoubtedly is a charming 
language, in spite of the late George 
Moore’ 8 description of it as “ dark, uo) 
stuff,” coming from the speaker’s month 
like the froth of porter ! 


A “NICE”’ LANGUAGE. 


I met a lady in Dublin the other day, 
who ieeeks delightful English, and she 
told me that she was going to spend her 
summer holiday at Dunguin, on the Dingle 
Peninsula, “in order to get her mouth 
straight.” The speaking of English, ap 
parently, has the effect of giving one’s 
mouth a twist, and only a visit to an Irish- 
speaking centre can put it right. That 
seems to dispose of the theory that Irish is 
not a ‘‘nice’’ language, and that, as 
Moore pretends, it cannot be spoken by 
charming women, wearing. silk gowns, and 
emphasising their points with a fan. Some 
of the most beautiful poetry has been 
written in Irish, and nobody who has 
listened toa Connemara woman crooning its 
soft tones over a turf fire can question its 
melodious qualities. From the linguistic 
point of view, of course, it is one of the 
most important languages in Europe. The 
mere fact that there has been a Celtic 
seminar in Berlin for many years indicates 
the value that is laid upon Irish in Ger- 
many; and, although there may be many 
who think that other languages of greater 
material value are being neglected in its

The Constitution (Amendment No. 17) 
Act was passed through the Oireachtas by 
the Cosyrave Government, and became law 
on the 17th October, 1931. 

Its provisions are extremely drastic. 
principal features, was to 
empower the Executive Council to set up a 
Special Tribunal of five high Army officers, 
who would be given absolute powers to 
punish, “as the tribunal thinks proper,” 
all persons guilty of contempt of the 
Tribunal, whether or not such contempt 
was committed in the presence of the 
Tribunal. 

Part V. of the Act gives the Executive 
Council power to proclaim public meetings, 
stating that: 

(1) Whenever it appears to the Execu- 
tive Council that the holding of public 
meetings in or in the vicinity of any par- 
ticular building or any particular road or 
street is likely to lead to a breach of the 
peace or be prejudicial to the maintenance 
of law and order, the Executive Council 
may issue a proclamation prohibiting in or 
within a specified area (including such 
building, road or street, and not extending 
more than one mile therefrom) during a 
specified period (not exceeding three 
months) from the date of proclamation 
either (as the Executive Council shall think 
proper to specify) any public meeting 
whatsoever, or any public meeting held 
otherwise than under specified conditions 
or for specified objects. 

(2) Whenever it appears to an Execu- 
tive Minister that any proposed public 
meeting is likely to promote or incite to 
the commission of.acts of violence or intimi- 
dation, or to interfere with the administra 
tion of the law or the maintenance of law 
and order, such Executive Minister may 
issue a proclamation prohibiting the hold- 
ing of such meeting at the place and time 
at which it was proposed to be held, or at 
any other place within three days before 
or after such time. 

(3) Whenever a proclamation is issued 
under this section by the Executive 
Council or by an Executive Minister, 
every person who shall hold or take part 
or be concerned in the holding of a public 
meeting in contravention of such proclama- 
tion, or shall take part in or be present 
at any meeting held in contravention of 
such proclamation, shall be guilty of an

The Tribunal was also empowered to 
try any offence, whether committed before 


declared to be treason or a felony or mis- 
demeanour, any offence under the Juries

ing or impeding the machinery of govern- 
ment or the administration of justice.

As a result of the corference held to-day 
at the Ministry of Economics between re- 
presentatives of the German Government 
and of the foreign shipping companies, 
Germany has promised to withdraw the 
currency restrictions on foreign shipping 
which were imposed by the recent order.

Seven hundred Berber rifles are still 
holding out against 20,000 French troops 
in the fastnesses of the Yebel Badou, one 
of the two last tribal strongholds in the 
Great Atlas Mountains. The Badou is 
completely surrounded by the French 
Foreign Legion, Senegalese riflemen and 
artillery. 

A graphic description of the French 
advance up the sheer rugged mountain side 
is given by a special correspondent of the 
Paris Soir. The tracks cre often not more 
than a foot and a half wide and crumbly, 
so that even mules ffequently lose their 
foothold there and fall into the deep gorges 
below, where their carcases are visible rot- 
ting in the sun. :

‘TO FAST PROTEST. 


SOLE CONDITION—END 
DISOBEDIENCE.

HE Government of India have offered 
immediate release to Mr. Gandhi to 
enable him to devote himself wholly and 
without restriction to the cause of social 
reform, provided that he is willing to 
abandon all civil disobedience activities 
and incitement. 

This offer is made in a communiqué 
issued to-day, which states that the 
Government of India are satisfied that the 
facilities allowed to Mr. Gandhi are ample 
to enable him to conduct such work in 
favour of anti-untonchability as in the 
cireumstances is reasonable, 

l¢ Mr. Gandhi (the communiqué con- 
tinnes) now feels that life ceases to in- 
terest him Sí he may not do harijan ser- 
vice without let or hindrance, the Govern- 
ment are prepared—provided Mr. Gandhi 
is willing to abandon all civil disobedience 
activities and incitement—to set him at 
liberty immediately so that he can devote

GANDHIS LETTERS. 


i Mr. Gandhi, who has been aire since 
Wednesday, has been informed accordingly. 
The text of two letters written by Mr. 
Jandhi to the head of Yeravda Jail on 
the 14th and 16th of August, together with 
the Government of India’s offer of facili- 
ties, have now been released for publica- 


tion. 
In the course of the former letter Mr. 


Gandhi wrote:— | 
“ Life ceases to interest me if I may 
not do Harijan service without let or 


hindrance,’”’ 
“GRUDGINGLY GIVEN.” 


In response the Government of India 
offered limited facilities for the carrying 
on of'harijan work, but, after first 
intimating his acceptance, Gandhi 
wrote :— 

“ T see that I have hastily and stupidly 
told you to restore my goats to me, It 
shows how disinclined I am to starve. 
But on reading the notes of the orders 
you have left with me they are so far 
short of the original orders of the Govern- 
ment of India and of my requirements 
that I must not be precipitate in breaking 
my fast. I may not work under the new 
orders, which are a manifest departure 
from the original, and which seem to me 
to be grudgingly given. 

“ I observe that you cannot even let me 
have letters already in your possession, 
or hand my manuscript to the acting 
editor for this week's Harijan. 

“I miss the Government's response to 
the meticulous care with which I am 
endeavouring to observe jail discipline, 
and, as a prisoner, tender co-operation 
which, as a citizen outside prison walls, 
I consider it a religious duty to withhold. 
I have read your notes three times, and 
each reading has increased my grief to 
discover that the Government cannot 
appreciate the desperate need there is for 
me to do harijan work without let or 
hindrance. Much, therefore, as I am dis- 
inclined to continue the fast, I feel I must 
go through the agony if I cannot serve the 
harijan cause without the ti mendous 
handicap which it seems to me the orders 
conveyed by you put upon it, 

“Will you, therefore, please withdraw 
the milk and fruit already received by me, 
and accept my apology for having 
hurriedly told you that I would break the 
fast? ”' ;

Joseph’s, Roscrea (Dom Justin McCarthy) 
and Mount St. Bernard’s, Leicestershire 
(Dom Malachy Brasil), on the necessity 
of founding a new house for Cistercians in 
Ireland in view of the fact that Mount

As the result of these conversations, I

‘the refounding of Mellifont Abbey, which 


lies within his Archdiocese of Armagh. 
The rebuilding probably will be started 
before the work on the building of the 
new Abbey Church at Melleray, of which 
the Cardinal laid the foundation stone 


yesterday. | 
THE FIRST HOUSE. 


Mellifont Abbey, County Louth, was 
founded as the first house of the 
Cistercians .in this country nearly eight 
centuries ago, when St. Malachy, then 
Archbishop of Armagh, brought the monks 
to Ireland. For centuries it remained a 
great seat of learning, where many sons of 
the nobility of England and Ireland were 
educated. After the Reformation, in the 
sixteenth century, Mellifont Abbey, in 
common with the other monasteries 
throughout the country, was suppressed, 

In the course of time the buildings were 
allowed to fall into disrepair, and they 
finally became a pile of ruins. In recent 
years several suggestions have been made 
for the rebuilding of at least a portion of 
the Abbey, in view of its historic associa- 
tions, but none of them has been put into 
effect. 

. Besides the ruins which mark the spot 
‘where the Abbey once housed its com- 
munity are a number of slabs, placed by 
the local Council, to indicate the outline 
of the main buildings. 

When Mellifont is rebuilt the first 
members of the community will be drawn 
from Mount Melleray, the mother-house 
of the Order in Ireland. The re-establish- 
ment of Mellifont will raise the question 
of the chief house, and, in view of its 
ancient tradition, the monks may decide 
to transfer the functions of the mother- 
house from Melleray to Mellifont. 


CARDINAL MACRORY., 


This morning Cardinal MacRory, who 
spent the night in the Guest House at 
Mount Melleray, celebrated a _ private 
Mass, and afterwards addressed the whole 
community in the Chapter House. He 
congratulated the monks on their sacrifice 
of their life, and on the manner in which 
they had converted the barren mountain- 
side into a fruitful garden. 

Afterwards the Cardinal, accompanied 
by the Lords Abbot of Mount Melleray, 
St. Joseph’s and Mount St. Bernard’s, 
motored to St. Mary's Cistercian Convent 
at Glencairn, near Lismore, which was 
opened only about six months ago..

O-MORROW’S race for the Ulster 
Grand Prix promises to be a remark 
able event in at least one respect-——interest 
for the first time in the history of the race 
will be diverted from the big senior 
machines to the small fast light-weights. 
For ten years the senior class has almost 
monopolised the interest*in this world’s 
fastest road race. It has always been well 
supported, and the remarkable speeds 
achieved have so gripped the attention that 
people have overlooked the extraordinary 
deeds of the smaller motor cycles. In 
to-morrow’s race there are only thirteen 
senior or 500 c.c. machines. Only four of 
them have a chance of victory, and while 
those four may in the early stages provide 
a little battle it is quite on the cards that. 
Stanley Woods will stréak away from the 
field as he did last year and turn the 
senior race into a procession. 


WIZARDRY OF WOODS. 


The possibility of a giants’ duel between 
Woods and Percy Hunt has been seriously 
canvassed, but I am _ sceptical of its 
materialising, particularly if Woods is 
allowed by the factory to ride his own race. 
He is master of this course, having won in 
his class in three succéssive years. Hunt, 
on the other hand, has been most unlucky 
in Ulster, and the Clady course does not

It is quite 
certain that research of the kind which 
matters most to the Colonial and tropical 
Empire cannct be co-ordinated or fed 
from such a source, but there has been 
an assurance from the Government 
that the continuity ‘of the work will be 
maintained.

HERE was no division on the Land 
Bill when it passed its second stage 
in the Free State Senate yesterday, after 
a long, but good-humoured, debate ; but it 
ail be misleading to suggest that the 
Free State’s elder statesmen, as a whole, 
saw anything favourable in the measure. 
The fact was that they saw no hope of 
avoiding the bill (as Mr. S. L. Brown 
said it “ had to be faced ’’), and there 
was nothing for it but to make the best of 
a bad job. Making the best of a bad job 
in this case will mean moving comprehen- 
sive amendments on the Committee stage. 
The Senate, indeed, were far less 
vehement in their opposition than were 
the minority in the Dail. Miss Browne, it 
is true, hurled defiance at anyone who 
might attempt to seize her land by the aid 
of this bill; Mr. Wilson recalled the 
enerations of endeavour by which his 
ait Bi had developed the area which he 
farms, and Mr. Counihan minced no words 
in describing all who supported the bill as 
Bolsheviks. 


MINISTER’S POWERS. 


Mr. Brown, however, declined to take 
an extreme view, and thought that Mr. 
Counihan had completely over-estimated 
the amount of control which the Minister 
was given under the bill’s terms. Many 
of the fears of the extreme opponcnts of 
the bill, he considered, were based on the 
assumption that the Minister would abuse 
his position, and that, it was clear, was 
an assumption he would not make.. 

Nobody on the Opposition side liked the 
confiscatory aspect of the bill—an aspect 
which was vigorously upheld by Mr. 
Farren, the leader of the Labour group, 
who regarded it as a desirable feature of 
a ‘Christian Communist’’ policy—but 
many of them pointed out that, at its 
worst, it was but the development of a 
principle which was initiated in the 
previous Land Act of 1923. 

It was Mr. Bagwell who first made this 
point, in a brief speech which contained 
a strong denunciation of the argument 
that there was any real compensation for 
disturbance of people who might have 
become attached to a locality. 

The strongest defence of the ‘“‘ sanctity 
of property’ principle was made by Sir 
John Keane, who spoke from the point of 
view of an already dispossessed landlord, 
watching the process extend to those whose 
past gains had been his loss. Had he 
been vindictive, he humorously assure? 
the House, he would have felt a sort of 
savage glee in watching the ‘‘ writhings’”’ 
of Mr. Counihan and others. Now some- 
body below them was to benefit, and. once 
started on its slippery downward course, 
he suggested, the process would continue 
ad infinitum, 


SPORTING RIGHTS. 


Sporting rights were also referred to by 
Sir John Keane, with special emphasis 
on the subject of fishing rights, which, 
he pointed out, were far more valuable 
than shooting rights. 

The real fight on the Land Bill, so far 
as the Senate is concerned, is, therefore, 
left for the Committee stage. Yesterday's 
discussions, however, were of particular 
interest, inasmuch as they brought out a 
point of view, divorced from the ordinary 
party aspect, which was not heard when 
the bill was before the other House.

A FTER a trial lasting tuirty-two 

days, and extending over seven 
weeks, the jury at the Old Bailey yes- 
terday found all defendants in the fire 
conspiracy case guilty on one or more 


charges. á 
Mr. Justice Humphreys said he 
would pronounce sentences to-day. 

The previous longest Old or 
trial took twenty-three days. 
Westwood was recommended to 
mercy, and the judge said he agreed, 
and would act upon the recommenda: | 
tion. The judge also recommended 
that the jury should be excused ser- 
vice for the rest of their lives. 
The jury were absent four hours 
twenty-five minutes, 
The defendants were: Leopold Louis 
Harris, assessor; Harry Gold, salvage 
merchant; Louis Jarvis, gown manu- 
facturer; Felix Bergolz, jeweller; Harry 
Christopher Priest, printer ; James Robert 
Cross, textile buyer ; William Herivel, silk 
merchant; Bernard Bowman, traveller; 
Leonard Riley, director; Bernard Marks, 
tobacconist; Ernest Wolfe, fishmonger ; 
Simon Wolfe, managing director; Adam 
Loughborough Ball, surveyor; David 
Harris, surveyor; Walter Ernest West- 
wood, electrical engineer, and Victor 
Ewart Cope, wireless dealer. 

The court was crowded and there was a 
crowd outside the building. 


THE VERDICTS.

Westwood was found guilty of conspiracy 
to defraud and on one charge of obtaining 
money by false pretences. On the judge’s 
direction he was found not guilty of con- 
Spiracy to commit arson.

HAD LOST EVERYTHING.

Te 
had been common ground all through that 
from start to finish they had been led away 
by others, and in the case of Ernest Wolfa 
hs pleaded guilty to two counts in an early 
stage of the trial, and he did not go into the 
witness box and tell a story which subse- 
quently might have been disbelieved.

Harris and ( ompany,in the course of nearly 
seventy years, established for themselves a 
unique position as Claims assessors acting 
jor the victims of fires. They developed an 
extraordinarily efficient organisation, by means 
of which they learned of fires with uncanny 
speed, and a representative would appear on 
the scene while the flames were still burning, 
and, by suave salesmanship, would secure a 
retainer. : 

Although the business of Harris and Com- 
pany was to a large extent perfectly lemti- 
mate—they had numbered among their clients 
one of the Oxford colleges and some of the 
finest firms in the country—the insurance 
companies’ assessors who were opposed to 
them on the negotiation of claims have for 
many years recoguised that in innumerable 
asa the claims bore strong indications 
oi fraud, 


DRASTIC REDUCTIONS. 


It. was no unusual thing for Harris and 
Company te accept the most drastic reduc- 
tion of their original demands, and. from 
time to time, sufficient evidence was forth- 
coming to justify the companies or under- 
writers in repudiating liability altogether, 

lt was recognised that the brains of Harris 
and Company was Leopold Harris, but what- 
ever suspicion attached to him, it was never 
found possible to obtain enough material to 
justify prosecution. 

In 1922 he actually sued an insurance com- 
pany and certain Lloyd’s underwriters in 
respect of an alleged burglary at his own 
house. Mr. Justice Branson, in giving judg- 
ment. against him, described the . alleged 
burglary as entirely bogus, and it was 
assumed after this lesson that Leopold Harris, 
while presenting claims on behalf of business 
people, would not involve himself in deliberate 
fire-raising. However, during the past few years 
the examination of a number of apparently 
isolated cases submitted by the fire offices and 
Lloyds to Mr. Crocker, who specialises in in- 
surance law, aroused in him a suspicion that 
they were represented not by unconnected in- 
dividuals, but a group of which Leopold 
Harris was the head. ; 


COLLECTING EVIDENCE. 


It was indicated at Bow street that evidence 
was quietly collected by this lawyer, in the 
hope that a false step might ultimately bring 
the ringleader within striking distance. Then 
one man, who had actually been invited by 
the prisoner, Priest, in a public-house con- 
versation to join the fire gang, came forward 
and stated that a fire had been planned to 
take place in a fortnight’s time. His prophecy 
proved true.

GENERAL O’DUFFY 
IN. NAVAN. 


When General O'Duffy, Director-General of 
the National Guard, visited Navan last night 
he was met by a guard of honour, wearing 
their blue shirts. They stood to attention 
as he passed into the meeting place. 

The meeting was largely attended. People 
from all over the country and from Dublin 
were present. 

General O’Duffy said that it was their aim 
to gather into the organisation 100,000 young 
Irishmen to work in the interests of the 
country. At the present moment “they had 
over 40,000, and, if they continued to progress 
as at present they would reach the 100,000 
figure much sooner than they expected. 

_The associated membership of the National 
Guard might be one of the biggest things of 
the organisation, They might be called upon 
to select candidates ee elections. At the 
present moment a decision had not been 
reached, but the constitution provided that 
elections might be contested when desirable. 

On the question of general policy, he said 
that he-had not formed anything definite 
yet. They were prepared to be guided by 
the people and to be instructed by the people, 
having put their principles and policy before 
them. He did not object to any persons 
having a vote. But why should anybody 
m the country have anything to say to 
agricultural matters other than the farmers’ 
The country could not afford an election or 
by-election, with its heat and bitterness. 


THE BAN, 


He alluded to the ban on last Sunday’s 
parade, and asked would anyone in the 
country believe for a moment that he was 
going to take possession of Government Build- 
ings and throw the Executive Council into 
the Liffey? 

Another big plank in the programme of 
the National Guard was the reunion of the 
country. ‘There was one flaw in the ‘l'reaty 
and Constitution of the Free State, and that 
was that the country was divided. What 
time, asked General O Duffy, had the present 
Dail to give to the boundary question? 
They would not have freedom and peacii in 
the country until a united Ireland was 
achieved. 

He proceeded to say that the National 
Guard believed that their scheme would do 
more than anything else to bring about that 
happy state of affairs. 

Craigavon, like the Free State Government, 
wanted to hold on to his office, and he and 
Mr. de Valera were on the same level in this 
matter, as both feared loss of power. - 


WILL GO FORWARD. 


The National Guard would go forward in 
their organisation and form branches, despite 
Opposition, in every county from Antrim to 
Cork, and before very long, please God, they 
would have reached their aim—azn Ireland

General O'Duffy announced that in a few 
days an appeal would be made for national 
funds to the extent of £10,000, and he hoped 
that everyone would help on the organisa- 
tion,

Bertram Gilbert was found dead on the line 
at Lancaster Gate Tube Station. 

A well deserved compliment was paid by 
Mr. Justice Humphreys to Mr. J. A. Cook, 
Mr. Crocker’s accountant, who, with a special 
staff, has investigated the accounts of many 
dummy businesses, has analysed and traced 
many thousands of banking transactions, and 
has been mainly instrumental in demonstrat- 
ing how the dummy businesses were financed 
by members of the gang, and how, in spite 
of the utmost efforts to achieve concealment, 
the plunder was split up among the convicted 
men. 

Almost invariably the members of the gang 
conducted their secret transactions in £1 
Treasury notes which cannot be traced, and 
were described by Mr. Roland Oliver as “ the 
eurrency of fraud,’’ bat occasionally this pre- 
caution was relaxed to the ultimate discomfi- 
ture of the convicted men. No fewer than 
20,000 Bank of England notes were ‘‘carded,”’

HIT BY BRITISH

MR. H. D. PEARSON’S 
STATEMENT, 


R, H. D. PEARSON, President of the 
National Agricultural and Industriai 
Development Association, reported at 
the Council meeting, held this week at the 
Permanent Exhibition of Irish Manufactures, 
Dublin, that a joint deputation, representing 
the National Agricultural and Industrial De- 
velopment Association and the Bloodstock 
Breeders’ Association of Ireland, had waited 
on Dr. Ryan (Free State Minister for Agricui- 
ture), with reference to the decline in the 
value of horses exported to Great Britain 
since the imposition of duties on Irish horses. 
_ He said that in 1931, the last complete year 
in which horses were exported from the Irish 
Free State to Great Britain free of duty, 
10,818 horses, value £1,960,595, were sent te 
England, |

There are the direct loss by tariff and the 
indirect loss occasioned by the eonsequent 
eifect—videlicet, the number of stud owners 
is diminishing and the number of mares de- 
creasing. In the case of stud owners, fewer 
mares have been sent to the stud, and British 
owners of mares who sent them here regularly 
before the imposition of tariffs have now 
virtually ceased to do so, In the very tew 
cases where mares have been sent over, the 
breeders are making it a condition that the 
owner of the stallion pays any tariff which 
may be imposed, or else may insist on a 
reduction in the nomination fee. There is a 
rumour that a mare sent over here and re- 
turning to England with foal at foot is 
tariffed at 120 per cent. of the stud fee. ‘This, 
if true, is a prohibition, rather than a tariff. 

Dr. Ryan, Mr. Pearson continued, received 
the deputation sympathetically, but expressed 
himself as unable to do anything in the 
matter. It was a matter really * Great 
Britain. Following this deputation, one of 
the members of it interviewed Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, who was impressed by the figures 
Shown him. He stated that there was no 
desire to kill horse-breeding in Ireland, as it 
was recognised that the industry was one ol 
importance to England as well, and he under- 
took to make representations to the Cabinet. 
Subsequently, it was conveyed that the 
British Cabinet would make no ‘concessions 
in the case of any particular industry, 
regarding all the questions involved in the 
economic war as one, for which one solution 
was necessary. 

Colonel F. F. MacCabe stated that two of 
our leading stallions, Stratford and Soldennis, 
have already left Ireland, and are now adver- 
tised to stand at Newmarket, in England; 
and meanwhile another stud-owner is looking 
for a farm over the border to which to send 
his foaling mares in future. Colonel MacCabe 
gave it as his considered opinion that unless 
the 40 per cent. tax was dropped or modified, 
high-class racing and horse-breeding would 
completely cease in Ireland within the next 
12 to 18 months. 


FISHING NETS,

AN AMERICAN RUMOUR. 


The Shipping Correspondent of Zhe Times 
writes :—A statement attributed to the New 
York Times was circulated in this country 
yesterday, to the effect that the Chancellor 
of the Kxchequer was expected to announce 
in a few days time that the Cunard and 
White Star Lines would be amalgamated, 
and that the British Government would issue 
£2,500,000 in bonds to finance the comple- 
tion of the Cunard super-liner. There is 
no reason to suppose that the situation has 
changed materiily within the last few 
weeks. Early in the year the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer made ithe point clear in the 
House of Commons that Government. assist- 
ance for the completion of the ship was de- 
pendent on the tulfilment vf various condi- 
tions, one of them being the consolidation of 
existing British interests. Discussions between 
important representatives of the Cunard and 
White Star Cempanies have taken place, but 
some httie time ago agreement on certain 
importart questions was not reached, and 
there is no indication that a solution of the 
issues has since been found. This, no doubt, 
accounts for the lack of any confirmation of 
the egg circulated yesterday, 

While in due course the provision of new 
tonnage will become essential, modern and 
economical vessels of moderate size are prov- 
ing suitable in the present circumstances of 
the North Atlantic passenger trade, 


ANTHRACITE COAL 
DISPUTE. 


LODGES IN FAVOUR OF 
SETTLEMENT,

20,000 men in the anthracite coalfields of

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SOLDIERS SAVE A 
THREAT TO TEAR GAS 
CHAMBER. 
onclechiandlpikaiieily 


HE activities of six hundred soldiers | 


saved the town of Shoeburyness, Essex, 

from being enveloped in clouds. of 
tear-gas when a field caught fire yesterday 
within the boundaries of the Royal Artillery 
Garrison, Shoeburyness, and threatened to 
cestroy a large gas chamber. 

Every soldier in the barracks was called 
out by the orders of the Commandant (Colonel 
M. E. Mascall), and in half an hour the fire 
was out, but not before the flames had 
scorched the sides of the hut containing the 
was. : 
It was pointed out that the strong wind 
blowing towards the east would have carried 
the gas directly over the town. 

Within sixty yards of the dead embers there 
is stored over fifty tons of tigh explosive 
ammunition. 

Sentries have been posted on and near the 
scene of the fire to ensure that there is no re- 
currence of the outbreak. 


COTTON MILL BLAZE. 


A mill belonging to Messrs. John Harwood 
and Cothpany, cotton epinners, Rishton lane, 
Bolton, was seriously dama by fire yester- 
day. Ths building involved was a section of 
the Woodside Mills, and it is possible that 
two hundred employés will be affected. 

The origin of the fire is not known, but 
shortly after it was discovered it had spread 
over a wide area, and soon the «ntire building, 
which is four storeys high, was involved. 
Occupants of neighbouring houses were asked 
to leave on account of the danger of one of 
the walls collapsing. When it did fall later 
it fortunately missed the houses. 

Firemen had narrow escapes from the fall- 
ing bricks, while others directing lines of 
hose from ladders were also in frequent 
danger. The high wind carried sparks over 
a wide crea, and at times the firemen seemed 
to be actually enveloped in the flames. In 
spite of their difficulties, however, they kept 
the fire from spreading to other buildings. 

The fire has occurred at a time when the 
n.iils in Bolton were beginning to feel the 
effect of the revival in the Egyptian cotton 
trade, and when there seemed a prospect of 
more workers being needed in the mill. 


IN HOSPITAL GROUNDS. 


A fire broke out yesterday afternoon in the 
poms of the isolation hospital in Stifford, 
song Lane, Grays, Essex, and spread with 
considerable rapidity across the grounds. 
Fortunately the wind took the blaze away 
from the hospital buildings but carried the 
fire into the gardens of a row of houses in 
an adjoining road, 

The Grays Fire Brigade were summoned, 
and they succeeded in preventing the out- 
break spreading further. The patients were 
unaware of tle fire. The houses were not 
damaged.

‘BOY CHARGED 
WITH MURDER. 


‘EVIDENCE AT 
INQUEST. 
From Our Own i Garey 
| NEWRY, Friday. 


ESTERDAY evening Disdrumliska, 
Y Newry, was the scene of a fatal 
occurrence, the victim being a farm 
labourer, Francis Campbell (33), married, of 
Carrickbracken, Camlough, and in connection 
with whose death Thomas Patrick Burns, a 
boy of 17 or 18, of Carrickbracken, has been 
remanded in custody on the capital charge, 

The deceased man’s wife, who is atready 
the mother of one child is at present an 
inmate of the Union Hospital. 

At the inquest this evening, before Mr. 
James O'Donnell, J.P., evidence of identifi- 
cation was given by Patrick Campbell, who 
said that he last saw his brother alive on 
Wednesday night. 

James O’Hare, farmer, Carrickbracken, 
stated that on Thursday he was cutting corn 
with a reaper in Lisdrumgullion, and John 
O’Hagan, Thomas Patrick Burns and the 
deceased man were’ working for him. They 
started work about 5 p.m. with witness on 
the reaper. O’Hagan and Campbell were 
tying the corn, and Burns was part time 
tying, and sometimes leading the horses. 
About 6.45 p.m. they had temporarily stopped 
reaping, and witness asked Burns to hold up 
the straddle till he (witness) plated a bag 
under it. 
satisfaction, and he asked Campbell to do 
it. Campbell did so, and witness was going 
to get into the seat of the reaper when he 
heard Campbell laugh a little, and Burns 
ask: “What are you laughing at?” Some 
other words passed between them. 

The District Inspector—Were they friendly 
words or words of anger? 

Witness—I do not think they were too 
friendly. 

OBJECT THROWN. 


Continuing, he said that he saw the two 
advance towards each other, muttering some 
words, and to witness it seemed as they were 
going to strike each other. The next thing 
he saw was Burns going towards the ditch 
where he lifted something and flung it in 
the direction of Campbell. He could not say 
whether it was a sod or a stone, but it was 
not a stick. After Burns threw the object 
Campbell fell back into the corn with a 
slight groan, and witness, who. was within 
five yards, went over to him. Campbell half 
rose and muttered something, but witness 
could not make it out. He caught deceased 
man as he was about to fall back again. 
O’ Hagan and Burns then came up, and Burns 
said that he was sorry he hurt Campbell, and 
went for water in the river with his cap. 
\itness believed that it was Burns who 
suggested that they should get a priest and 
doctor, and went off to get them. The 
ambulance arrived shortly afterwards, and 
Campbell, who never spoke after witness 
lifted him, was removed to hospital. 

Before the adjusting of the straddle the 
deceased man and Burns appeared to be on 
good terms. 


PIECE OF ROCK. 


Later witness saw Head-Constable Kennedy 
pick up the piece of granite rock (produced) 
about three feet away from where Campbell 
fell. 

Head-Constable Kennedy said that he 
visited the cornfield on the evening of the 
tragedy, where he found the stone (produced) 
near where Campbell had fallen. 

Dr. E. F. O’Connor, medica] officer of the 
Workhouse Hospital, said that he carried out 
a post-mortem on the body that day, and 
the only evidence of external injury was a 
slight. abrasion, with the bruising round it, 
at the angle of the right jaw. There was no 
evidence of fracture of the skull, and, in 
witness’s opinion, death was due to concus- 
sion with hemorrhage on to the base of the 
brain, following a blow on the jaw. The 
injury could have been cased ‘y the rock 
preduced. 

ddressing the jury, Mr. P. J. Collins (for 
Bupns) said that the boy he represented was 


‘ige® terrible state and very upset over the 


occurrence. 

The Coroner recommended the jury to 
bring in a verdict in accordance with the 
medical evidence, and he thought he could 
speak on behalf of the police, as well as on 
his own behalf, in saying that there was no 
premeditation at all in the matter. | 

The jury returned an open verdict in 
accordance with the medical evidence. 

Subsequently at a Special Court, before 
Major ‘McCallum, R.M., Burns was charged 
with the wilful murder of Campbell, and 
remanded in custody after formal evidence 


until August 25. 


DROWNED AT

QUESTIONS ABOUT SHORE

Strong comments on the patrol of the shore 
at Blackpool while bathing was in progress 
was made at the inquest last night on one of 
the three victims of the South Shore Udrown- 
ing accident. 

Vhen a witness said that he did not see 
any patrolmen the Coroner (Colonel H. 
Parker, D.8.0.) replied, ‘‘ This much vaunted 
yatrol of the shore, you know, I have 
ped fairly quiet up to the present, but I am 
mad now. 

The inquest was on Miss May Ashton (40), 
of Highgate, Squires Gate, South Shore, who, 
although only able to swim a little, was seen 
to dash into the sea fully clothed to rescue 
children in difficulties. The bodies of the 
other two victims, Joan Wiis (13), of 
Nelson, and Stanley Thompson (22), of Ken- 
dal, have not been recovered. 

The question of the patrol had arisen after 
the aida of Catherine Tyrer (135), one of 
the bathing party, who said she felt a current 
drag her towards a large iron outflow pipe 
and Mr. J. A. Shaw, of Scholes road, Far- 
town, Huddersfield, who brought Miss Ashton 
out of the sea, also said he felt the current.

If they could not waive that 
rule the Minister ought not to waive it. _ 

The Chairman (the Most Rev. Dr. Collier, 
Bishop of Ossory) said that they should point 
out that the Department were ge Me ve one 
of the bye-laws of the Mental Hospital.

COMPENSATION ASKED 
FROM GOVERNMENT. 


At a meeting of Wexford County Council 
a letter was read from the Local Government 
Department stating that the Minister con- 
curred with the report of the Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee, which recommended to the 
favourable consideration of the Council the 
cases of Messrs. D. Radford and 8. Hayes, 
clerical assistants, for payment of remunera- 
tion of which they were deprived for political 
reasons during 1922-23. . 3 

Mr. Radford, the Inter-Departmental Com- 
mittee reported, was arrested in July, 1922, 
on suspicion of complicity in the I.R.A., and 
was released in December, 1923. 

In the case of Mr. Hayes, the Departmental 
Committee reported that he was absent from 
duty from July, 1922, to September, 1925, and 
forfeited £186 in that period. The Depart- 
ment of Defence records indicated that he was 
interned. 

On receipt of the communication, the Fin- 
ance Committee of the Council referred the 
matter to the latter. 

Council were not 
responsible for payment. The men were 
arrested by the Government who, no doubt, 
had very good reasen.

The land belongs to the people of Ireland. 

Mr. COUNIHAN—It belongs to the people 
who bought and paid for it. 

Mr. FARREN said that he believed in the 
rights of private property, but he also 
believed that every man and woman in the 
country had the right to a decent living in 
the country. 

The MacGILLYCUDDY said that everyone 
would agree about the necessity for doing 
something to absorb the young people who 
could no amu emigrate. It was one of the 
chief duties of the Government to make the 
best. possible provision in the general interest 
for an increasing population, so that unrest 
would not be fomented through want of em- 
ployment. In his opinion, however, instead 
of moving people from where they were living, 
as proposed in the bill, provision could better 
be made to meet the situation by subsidising 
industries in the small towns or increasing 
the» productivity of the land where the 
congests lived. That: would be more economic 
than the method “ay pe in the bill. A 
glaring injustice in the bill was that perpetrated 
on the men who paid their way. The ques- 
tion of compensation for disturbance and its 
attendant losses would have to be carefully 
considered by the House. 


‘NATIONALISATION. 


Mr. DILLON said that, as a tenant farmer, 
he could see no good in the bill, because it 
aimed at the public ownership and nationalisa- 
tion of land, and provided that a man couid 
only retain his land if he worked it in a 
manner approved by the Commissioner and 
deemed to be in the public interest. He

create a feeling of insecurity in every farmer 
who had bought his !and, and also lower the 
standard of the whole agricultural com- 
munity.

In solving the problem of congestion by 
migration it should be remembered that these 
people, when migrated, would not, to say 
the least of it, get a neighbourly welcome, 
and they might be tempted to sell, sub-let 
or conacre their holdings, and put the money 
in their pockets. He suggested, theref=rv, 
that there ought to be a provision preventing 
sale of any kind, or sub-letting, for a num- 
ber of years without the consent of the Land 


Commission. 


MARKET VALUE. 


Dealing with the question of market value, 
he said that the only definition of market 
value was given by the Attorney-General in 
the Dail. The Attorney-General said that he 
understood it meant the price which would 
be paid by a willing purchaser for a holding 
in the open market. With all respect to 
the Attorney-General, in his opinion that 
definition did not help. There had been 
no open market for land since the economic 
war, and there would be no real open market 
for land when this bill was passed, because 
the land could be takeu from its owner, and 
that would destroy its market value, which 
should be a value in+a free competitive 
market in normal times. 

As to the provisions for ‘‘transfer,”’ the 
date on which transfer was established would 
be a matter of great importance; for the 
“transfer”? could be made virtually in- 
nocuous if the person was not to get the 
benefit of the crops for the year. 

Section 28, which gave power to the 
Land Commission to issue writs without 
an application to the Court, was con- 
trary to all legal principle, and there 
should be some provision inserted to 
protect the tenants. 

A provision should be inserted that a 
fifteen days’ notice be served, and that 
within the next fourteen days the defaulter 
could make a declaration with the County 
Registrar that he did not owe the actual 
amount, or that he was not the person liable, 
and thea the Land Commission could take 
the case before wne District Justice. If a 
false declaration were ‘nade, the person 
vn" aa that false declaration could be dealt 
with. 

Dealing with the section which gives the 
Land Commission power to take a portion of 
a farm under certain circumstances, he said 
that there should be some regulation to en- 
sure that the portion taken would not inter- 
fere with the working of the rest of the farm. 


INSECURITY. 


Mr. BAGWELL said that it was well 
known to the House that the bill before it 
had its precedent in the Land Bill of 1925. 
That bill established the principle that the 
State could take any land anywhere from any 
man at its own price in relief of congestion. 
This bill merely extended that principle, and 
supplemented it. He had no doubt that this 
bill would pass. He had protested against 
the principle involved in the former bill, 
and considered it his duty to pigs against 
its further development in this bill. The 
bill was meant to relieve admitted difficulties, 
but it created a sense of insecurity and 
potential injustice. What compensation was 
it to dispossess a man of his home, and give 
him land elsewhere. That was only the mere 
semblance of compensation. No landowner 
was free from the é@xceedingly confiscatory 
clauses, which discouraged endeavour, im- 
provement and research, No man, under 
these conditions, could set himself to what 
was to a certain extent an adventure. 
Leaving aside such things as the economic 
war and beet factories; how could the agr'- 
cultural industry flourish in such an atmo- 
sphere of insecurity, apprehension and 
cupidity ? Air 

Referring to the funding of annuities and 
the provision that arrears over three years 
could not be enforced, he said that proposal 
was demoralising, and equivalent to hoisting 
of an agricultural motto: ‘ Fail and the 
Government will help you.’ The bad or the 
least successful farmer got the best treat- 
ment, while the best farmer got no reward 
at all,

TAX ON LAND. 


The bill resorted to a process of rationing 
land and putting a maximum limit to the 
amount of land which any individual could 
hold. It also gave the Land Commission a 
new function to introduce regulations for the 
working of the farms after they had been 
acquired. The conversion of land annuities 
into State revenue introduced the principle 
of a tax on land. All these elements were 
very undesirable. The bill hit a vital blow 
at security of land tenure. Who was to 
decide whether an owner was making full 
use of his land? Was it to be the present 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries, who did 
not know much about agriculture, or was it 
to be the Fianna Fail clubs? He did not say 
that the Government did not believe it was 
acting in a spirit of righteousness, but his 
idea of the disturbance of tenure was that 
it was an unjust interference with the rights 
of the people. There could be nothing more 
fatal to the productiveness of the farmers 
than to create in the minds of the occupiers 
a feeling that they were no longer, no matter 
‘what financial provision they might have 
made, secure in their holdings, or that their 
possession of them depended on the whim of 
an vfficial in Dublin, who might know little 
or nothing at all about the development of 
the land. The bill was a measure for the 
acquisition of land, but there was not a 
single provision in it for speeding up the 
acquisition of land. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he thought that 
the land should not be used in the financial 
interests of the person who owned it, but 
that the public should be taken into account. 
He was not so much concerned with who 
owned a thing as the use that was made of 
it. The sub-division of land had not been 
a success, and he was not contending that 
this bill would be a success, For his part, 
he would not sub-divide a five hundred or a 
five thousand acre holding if it were being 
well worked, but he would sub-divide a one- 
acre holding which was not being properly 
worked. The land attached to large numbers 
of labourers’ cottages was undoubtedly being 
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mad the Government regarding 
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wasted. ‘lhe use made of property was the 
justification for holding that pr y. He 
thought the bill was the next ical step 
to the Act of 1923, and he thought, if the 
late Ministry had remained in office, they 
would have been bound to introduce a bill 
in aimost identical terms. 


NONSENSE. 


Miss KATHLEEN BROWNE said that the 
force behind the bill came from a certain 
class of people from whom the Government 
got their support. It was nonsense to say 
that the bill was for the good of the country. 

If the Government told he? to get out of 
her land and home and go somewhere else 
she would not go, and she would defy Any- 
body to put the order into force. There were 
forces which would not allow the Govern- 
ment to do that, - :

Miss BROWNE, continuing, asked had not 
the farmer the right to use his land as he 
liked. Why not, she added, go the whole 
hog and give up the camouflage, and 
done with it?

CONGESTED AREAS. 


Mr. QUIRKE said that no sane Govern- 
ment could look on and see an im I 
pone virtually driven to starvation wh 
d was allowed to go to waste on which 
they could at least provide for themselves. 
He was surprised to hear 
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A LAND WAR? 


Mr. GARAHAN said that he did not think 
the bill a happy way of tackling the problem. 
In his view it was more likely to lead to 
another land war than to achieve the 
aimed at. The bill affected the security of 
tenure, which was necessary to the content- 
ment of the occupier, and, if passed, would 
induce the occupier to take all the good out 
of the land, and turn it into hard cash and 
leave the land impoverished. The 
farmer was the man who nursed his land, and 
worked it in a manner to promote its pro- 
ductivity. There were certain portions of 
the bill better than nothing, such as the re- 
mission of arrears and the halving of 
annuities. But so long as the economic war 
lasted, farmers would not be able to pay any 
annuities at all, and, if it. continued one, 
two, or three years, it would be far more 
difficult to collect half the annuities than it 
had hitherto been to collect the full amount. 
Instead of taking land to relieve congestion 
and confiscating it, the Government should 
go into the open market and buy land, which 
was never so cheap as at present, 


MR. AIKEN’S REPLY. 


Mr. AIKEN, replying to the debate, said 
that before Senators used the term “' confisca- 
tion,” they should get a dictionary and look 
up the meaning of the word. There was no 

voposal in the bill to take land without a 
air reward being given to the owner, and, 
except for two important, but narrow reasons 
—the relief of congestion and the provision of 
extra playing and sports fields, and school 
gardens—there was no proposal to disturb the 
man, who gave employment and worked his 
land to produce the food the country re- 

uired, no matter what his tenure was. If 

the principle of giving absolute security to 
everyone was to be carried to its logical con- 
clusion, the Government would have to stand 
idly by with their arms folded and let a 
limited number of individuals buy up the 
whole country, and starve the rest of the 
community. "Yi there was cne principle for 
which he thought the country would not stand 
it was that. Regarding the acquisition of 
land at its market value, the Land Commis- 
sion had ample mean; at their disposal for 
ascertaining it, and if the owner was not 
satisfied with the price offered to him, he 
could go to the Appeal Tribunal on which 
there would be not only a Judicial Commis- 
sioner, with expert knowdelge of the law, 
but two lay Commissioners with full know- 
ledge of land values and of all the bearings 
of the land problem. 


REARED ON THE LAND. 


Senator THE MacGILLICUDDY had sug- 
gésted that the Government should rather 
subsidise industries ancillary to agriculture 
than: proceed with certain proposals in the 
bill. Senators must be aware of the efforts 
being made by the Government to promote 
the growing of sugar beet, which would give 
a large amount of employment on the land, 
and the Government were also investigating 
other schemes with the same end in view. 
But it should be remembered that there was 
a large number of pus who had been reared 
on the land, and knew how to work it, and 
who could not be absorbed in industry. 
Almost every Senator who had spoken had 
recognised that that was a real problem, and 
the onus of dealing with it fell on the 
Government. 

The Government were not content to fold 
their arms and say the problem was there. 
The bill was submitted to deal with the 
enormous number of uneconomic holders with 
large families and insufficient land to sup- 
port them, and also with numbers of aution 
tural workers who took land on the eleven 
months’ system. His own opinion was that if 
a man had a large tract of land he should 
work it to the advantage of the country 
generally, as well as to his own advantage. 
The amount of land available in the peta AR 
six counties was strictly limited by three 
seas and a houndary, and it was the duty 
of the Government to provide for the popula- 
tion in its territory.
